X was wer&Xag at 2015 State St*, in a private home on Thursday night 
Feb 13 * 1962, and I received a phone call at about 8:50£V, from a"man 
who asked a® " do you know who this is" I told him that I had a good 
idea and he said "I'd like to meet you tomorrow" , "I have a proposition". 
•X suspected that it was David Ferrie on the phone, because X had heard^T- 
about him and the trouble he was oausing between Miakxxfix Mike Cra&et r 
and other bojg. I was nervous about him calling at my work and I didn’t 
know what to do, so X just told him that X would meat him . He as ted me 
where was a good place to meat and X told him Walgreen* s on Canal Street, 
because X was f ami liar with the location as X past this plaoe every day. 

,1 picked this place because it was safe and I didn't want to be along 
with this man* & hung up after a short conversation. 

X tried to gat Ur. Crouch et that same night but changed my mind because 
X didn't want to disturb them. X called Ur. Crouch et this morning about 
8: 00AM to tell him what had happened. Ur. Crouchet told me to go ahead 
and meet Ferris and aaid that he would notify the police. 

I met Ferrie this morning at the designated time and plaoe at 10:OCAM« 

He told me he had a car, and that "Buthh waa with, him and we would take 
a ride. We got in the oar, which mam park by the curb on Canwl directed? 
In front of the center theatre* It looked like a Chevrolet convertible 
to me and Butch was driving it. Ferria wanted to drive around the block 
because he was expecting some kid to meet him there* The kid didn't show 
up, so then wes drove up Tulane Avenue into the Carrollton section and 
we started talking while driving. We drove to some Royal Castle rest- 
.urant, but I don't remember where it was because I was nervous an 
unfamiliar with the neighborhood. Ferrie talked about his case and 
explained to me that if Mike Crouchet would not testify, no one would 

§ et into trouble. He stated that he had affadavit s' against me and ifesx 
rouchet and the hockey players at the skating rink. He stated that 
it would be very serxioun for us, if the Crouchet boy testified against 
him. He asked me to get Mike to change his mind, not talk, and testify 
against him. He' stated that he was doing this only'to help all the boys 
who are involved, because he was interested in boys. 

Ferrie stated to me that he had affadavits from boys who had been to 
my house on several occasions on sex parties. He stated that he was 
going to get Mike and his brother Courtland involved in a sex ring, 
and was making implications to make me believe that he had affadavits 
against me for having eex parties at my house. He told me that . I 

was closer to the Crouchet family to anybody and he told me that I 
should have influence over them. I was wondering at the time how 
Ferrie came to know that X was good friends with the Crouchet family. 

He gave me his phone number which was a Vernon number, which I have 
at home. He told me to call him and let him know the results of what 
I could do for him. Butch heard the entire conversation between Ferrie 
and me. He even hutted in and stated that he had been to my house, too.' 

I can say definately that Butch had never been to my house. I don't 
even known his real name. We did most of the talking while riding in 
the car. We did not do much talking after we went in to get a cup of 
coffee.

him or make remarks about hih. The conversation. ended when I told 

them that X i^asn^t interest©*!®
